Ghastly Experiences of a Young Surgeon 


at Spion Kop. 


[corresixmiieiice of the Associated frees.] 


LONDON, March 3.—For real glmst- 


liness, fur a glimpse into the gory reali- 
ties of w.ir and-the horrors of the battle- 
field, the private letter of a young medi- 
cal ollicer at Spion kop, printed iu the 
Daily Graphic, can scarcely be beaten. 
"1 selected a pass.'' he writes, "overhung 
by steep rlny banks, on the top of which 
1 go! up a.Kcd Cross flag. 


"Cases now began to pour down frum 


Spiun kop on stretchers, and from Ibis 
time lo 10 o'clock the next morning the 
Wounded came through my dressing sta- 
tion, as die pass was the only exit from 
the hill, 
t saw every case, r.nd some of 


them wero- mutilated beyond description. 


"Fully IJ.'IU wounded and 
dead, 
who 


had died on the way, passed through my 
hands. The choerfuiiioss of (lie wounded 
struck me as 
remarkable—men 
with 


shattered wounds smoking their pipes 
and although starving, not n grumble did 
I hear. Many a poor chap shot in the 
morning in the front trenches who conic 
not be reached lay in the blazing sun all 
day. One old colonial in Thorliycroft's, 
with a'grey beard, walked down, lean- 
ing on his rille; he 
was 
a 
mass 
of 


wounds-one ear cut through by a bullet 
his chin, neck 
and chest also shot 


through by others, and his hack and legs 
lorn by shell. He came in and said he 
just dropped in tu let me take his liugei 
off, a.s it was so shattered lie could not 
pull Ihe trigger of his rille, as it go 
in the way of tlie next linger, which hi 
could use.-for lie wanted to get back n] 
the hill to play the Dutchmen out.

THE CONSULAR SERVICE 


RoasonsWhy It Will Not 


Be Re-organized, 


Long Residence Abroad Weakens 


Home Ties. 


WASHINGTON', 
March 10.-The 


house 
committee 
on 
foreign 
affairs 


lias reported a bill, which has beeu be- 
fore nearly every congress of Uui; 
years, to reform the consular service 
of the United States, but it has not 
tho slightest chance of nnssing. The 
bill is urged by Representative Adams 
of Pennsylvania, who is a member, of 
the committee, and it was out of per- 
sonal consideration for him that the 
bill was taken out of the committee 
and reported to the house, a majority 
of the members being against 
the 


measure. In fact, a number of; mem- 
bers who voted to report the bill re- 
served the right to oppose It in the 
house if it was ever brought up. This 
measure proposes to organize the cou- 
Eiilnr service upon a plan similar to 
that of our civil 'service, providing 
that men shall nor be appointed to po- 
sitions in the consular service unless 
they can pass a certain prescribed ex- 
amination. Then they are not to be 
removed except for cause, which would 
give them practically u life term oC the 
places. 
Owing to the extensions of 


the civil service over many unices'by 
Presidents Harrison and Cleveland, 
there are iiot many good places left 
which can be filled by the political 
friends of a successful administration, 
the consulates being about the best 
that remain. On tiiis account congress- 
men are not likely to have these places 
put beyond their reach. 
Another rea- 


son given for not coutiuuing consuls 
in ollice indefinitely is that they are 
more likely to be thoroughly identiiied 
with their home country if they are 
changed uuce in eight or four years 
thau if they should remain abroad dur- 
ing their whole lives. 


IlnlilH llic Hccnrd. 


William Pitt Kellogg has been a dele- 


gate to national conventions more times 
than any other man living aud probably 
more times than any other mnn in the 
history of politics. He lias been a dele- 
Kate to every llepublicau convention 
since 1S50, and that was the first con- 
vention of the Republican party, which 
iiominnlcd John C. Fremont. He was 
then a resident of Illinois and was still 
n resident of the state in 1SOO ami 
again a delegate. 
In 1S01 he had 


changed his residence to Louisiana and 
has been a delegate from that state to 
the conventions of 1SC1, 1SGS. 1872, 
1870, 1SSO, 1884, 1SSS, 1S02, 1SDO and 
has just been elected to the convention 
of 1000.' This will give an unbroken 
record o£ 12 national conventions, cov- 
ering a period of 40 years. Mr. Kel- 
logg has been governor of Louisiana 
and United Slates senator from that 
state, and, although he lias been in 
politics for nearly half a century, he Is 
yet a well preserved and active uiau. 


"Bnffiilo" Jones IM.inpiiointcrt. 


One of the most disappointed men iu 


Washington is "Buffalo" .Tones. 
It 


docs, not make very much difference, 
however, as Jlr. Jones Is becoming ac- 
customed to disappointments of this 
kind. Charles J. .Tones has long liad in 
view a. scheme to galher up the re- 
maining buffalo of the country on n 
large ranch in New Mexico and save 
the American bison, miscalled buffalo, 
from extinction. Jones has so long ad- 
vocated the scheme that he has become 
known as "Buffalo" Jones. One diffi- 
culty with his scheme wus the neces- 
sity" to get through congress a bill 
granting him the free use of a tract of 
land containing about 25,000 acres. He 
wanted this'laud for 25 years and full 
protection of the T'nited States for the 
herd. Congress is iiot quick lo act on 
any such suggestions as that made by 
Mr. Jones, uud the bison will have to 
be preserved by private enterprise or 
disappear. 


Die In till! HnriiesM. 


If a member of congress is ouce elect- 


ed from one oC the districts of Phila- 
delphia and becomes an industrious 
and careful legislator, looking after 
the interests of his constituents, he 
practically has a life lease upon the 
position, 'it is only necessary io turn 
lo tho long records of Samuel J. Kan- 
dall, Democral, and William D. Kelley, 
Charles O'Xeill and Albert C. Harmcr, 
Republicans, all of whom have repre- 
sented I'hiladelphia dislricls and all of 
whom died while in the house. In turn 
nearly every one of ihese members 
has been "father of the house"—all 
of them, I am inclined to think, but 
Randall, who did not get an opportuni. 
Ij- lo hold that distinction. It is also 
a'n Interesting fact that the mantle of 
the "father of the house" now falls up- 
on a Philadelphia man, General Henry 
H Biugham.
